THOUGHTS | 


Study Salary Changes 


A number of years ago, when the Board of Public Works 
existed, there was a lot of critical comment about the 


Board’s performance. 


And especially caustic were the comments about the 


Board’s method of giving pay raises. The general theme 
of the criticism was that BPW employees, or some of 
them, should not get raises that were denied to other 
municipal employees. This created the undesirable sit- 
uation of employees, doing the same general jobs, re- 
ceiving different salaries or wages. 

Out of the criticism came the proposal to have a wage 
and salary plan, with a job description, to assure equal 
treatment for all employees. This was adopted, and work- 
ed until the town manager charter was adopted. Then the 
manager became responsible for setting salaries, and 
making changes in classifications. 

There is no question that the town manager has exer- 
cised his power. Reclassifications have been made for 
individuals; job descriptions have either been altered or 


new ones have been written. 


The result of this is a return to the days when one em- 
ployee had reason to be bitter because of wage and sal- 


ary inequities, 


We suggest that the Selectmen , as an aid in establish- 
ing policy, activate the personnel-wage board and tho- 
roughly review the original classifications in comparison 
with what exists today. Some startling changes may be- 
come evident if such a study is completed. 


Review Bus Specs 


The clamor about school bus routes, loads and extra 
mileage leads to one conclusion — a revision of the spec- 


ifications is demanded. 


The present contract specifies a basic 75 miles per 
day, at a flat rate. Extra mileage is paid above this 


basic amount of travel. 


But in fact, kindergarten transportation has been cus- 
tomarily considered as an extra — thus a driver might 
possibly have a 60-mile route, and be paid extra for kin- 


dergarten transportation, even though some of the latter 


mileage is below the basic mileage allowance in his con- 


tract, 


This is a case where custom has been at odds with 
the letter of the contract; Possibly there are substantial 


reasons why the kindergarten mileage should be paid as 
an extra. If so, the specifications are wrong. 


It would make sense to find out, then write specifica- 


tions that are reasonable and just, and which can be fol- 


lowed accurately.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 
**A great deal has been printed 
recently about the relative merits 
of the 6-3-3 and the 6-2-4 ar- 
rangement of grades in our public 
schools, I suspect the discussion 
has been more confusing then en- 
lightening to your readers, 

“I offer a layman’s attempt to 
take the mystery out of this situa- 
tion by looking at the obvious 
educational similarities, instead 
of hunting for obscure extra-cur- 
ricular differences, As I see it, 
what we have from an educational 
point of view is neither a 6-3-3 
nor a 6-2-4 system, but rather a 
6-6 system, Calling ita 6-6 system 
not only gets closer to the basic 
academic truth, but makes it far 
easier to understand, 

**For many decades we havehad 
a public school system consisting, 
of 12 grades divided according to 
two methods of instruction, In the 
lower grades, different subjects 
are taught by the same teacher; 
in the upper grades, different sub- 
jects are taught by different teach- 
ers (and facilities), Educationally, 
that’s all there is to it, Nothing, 
has ever been done to change this 


basic concept. No changes are 
now being contemplated, 

“The only difference we have 
ever considered concerns the num- 
ber of grades to be taught by each 
of these methods, But regardless 
whether we divide the 12 grades 
into an 8-4 arrangement as we 
used to do, or a 6-6 pattern as 
we now do, there are still only 
two ways of using our teachers: 
as generalists or as specialists, 
Incidentally, Phillips is a four- 
year, while Brooks is a six-year 
upper school, 

“Where, then, does the 3-3 or 
the 2-4 come in? This is simply 
an arbitrary sub-division of the 
common six year upper school, 
employed by towns of large size 
for the primary purpose of pro- 
viding more suitable housing and 
more convenient administration 
for large six-year enrollments, 
A small town will, if sensible, 
house and administer all six grades 
as one unit, Any way you figure 
it, both 3 plus 3 and 2 plus 4 add 
up to Six, 

“Since our present six-year up- 
per school is merely a two-year 
downward extension of our former 
four-year plan of specialized in- 
struction, it makes little differ- 
ence academically whether we put 
three or four grades in a high 


school building. In either case, a 
ninth grade is a ninth grade, To 
quote James B, Conant, *‘There 
is no consensus whatever .... as 
to the place of grade nine in the 
organizational framework’. (He 
does, however, say that a four- 
year high school may offer ninth 
graders certain elective courses 
of longer duration). 

“Although a change from a 3-3 
to a 2-4 sub-division will have 
few if any academic consequences, 
other results not affecting our 
students’ education will ensue, 
Such a change will alter the ad- 
ministrative load of principals in- 
volved, Such a change (for better 
or for worse) will advance the 
ninth graders’ social and athletic 
affiliations by one year, But I 
know of no feason why moving, 
the ninth grade into high school 
one year sooner than at present 
will incur extra costs of any con- 
sequence, On this point | invite 
enlightenment, 

**The way it looks to this lay- 
man, Mr, editor, all the fuss 
and feathers over the sub-division 
of our six-year upper school looks 
like litthe more than a tempest 
in an administrative teapot,”’

Restrictions placed on the ap- 
proval, however, require moving 
the building back from the street 
to conform with houses on ad- 
joining lots, The petitioners would 
also be required to furnish parking 
for eight automobiles to the rear 
of the house, They must also 
furnish plans, both interior and 
exterior, for approval, 

The Board found that it does not 
have authority to allow use of the 
building for business purposes 
“simply for the reason that it 
abuts business property and has 
greater value gs business property 
than it does as residential pro- 
perty.”’ 

The Board, in its decision, des- 
cribed the reasons for the appeal, 
giving, in brief, the background of 
the case, 

The decision then goes on: 

‘*The issue before the Board of

“At the hearing, counsel for the 
residents on the street, Edward A, 
Gordon, Esquire, 16 Florence st., 
Stated that since the building should 
not have been erected, it should 
be torn down, The Board feels that 
although the petitioners were lack- 
ing in good judgment to proceed 
with the building, knowing full well 
the strong objections of certain of
